The 
boat became becalmed near the shore 
and Home native canoe* with Filipino* 
on board prU out to capture the two men 
who were un.trined; they also took pon* 
session of the boat. 
The United States 
turret ship Monadnock quickly sent a 
boat with a lamling i>arty ashen? under 
cover of her guns and shelled the shore 
briskly. 
The natives, however, rushed 
the prisoner* into the woods before the 
Monadnock * boat reached the land. 
Persons on board several other ships 
s ’.w tho affair through glasses, but were 
unable to prevent th** capture. 
Friendly native* arriving here from 
the country around San Isidore and San 
Miguel report that a reign of terror has 
prevailed since the American troops 
have witurnwn from those parts of the 
island. 
Insurgents returning there defcl 
vengeance upon th o se of their country­ 
men who have shown any friendship to­ 
ward the Americans during the latter’* 
occupation of the b rritory. Friend* de­ 
clare the unoffending people are being 
murdered daily and their houses being 
burned and their property confiscated. 
Plenty of syrnpatizers with the insur­ 
rection remained during the Americans 
stay and they have been r q ^ tin g these 
instances of friendliness toward our 
troops. 
The refugees add that the in­ 
habitants wen? badly oppressed by na­ 
tive soldiers before American occupa­ 
tion, but their condition is worse now. 
Doubtless there is ranch truth in the re­ 
port* though such stories from Filipint 
sources are always magnified. 
VOLUNTEERS MAY STAY.

New York. May 81.—A special to The 
Herald from Manila says: 
Information ha* been received hen 
that satisfactory results have attended 
the movement among members of the 
volunteer regiment* in Manila for the 
establishment of a large American col­ 
ony in the Philippines. 
Four thousand volunteers now in the 
islands are reported to have signed a 
petition to the president and secretary 
of war praying that they receive theii 
discharge* in Manila, instead of at the 
places of enlistment, and that they be 
allowed travel pay to the place of en­ 
listm ent 
It was explained that they believed 
the Philippine islands "offered rare op­ 
portunities for industrious and enter­ 
prising Americans to make for them­ 
selves homes,” and that they desired tc 
remain “for the purpose of taking part 
iii the developments in mining, agricul­ 
tural and industrial resources of the 
lands.” 
The petition stated that in the event 
of favorable action by the government 
those signing it pledged their united 
support in upholding tin? laws and pro­ 
tecting the interest of the United State- 
there, and would, if so desired, become 
members of a national guard or such an 
organization as might be necessary fox 
the best protection of American inter­ 
ests in the Philippines. 


Austin. Mar HI.—Yellow fever ha* 
appeared at New Orleans. State Health 
Officer Blunt received a telegram Tues­ 
day from Dr. Bouchon, city health offi­ 
cer of New Orleans, saying that a case 
of yellow fever had made its appearance 
in that city and that the patient had 
died and that the autopsy had proven 
positive 
lh1. Blunt immediately wired Super­ 
intendent Van Vleck of the Southern 
Pacific and General Manager L. S. 
Thorne of the Texa* and Pacific rail­ 
ways as follows; 
"Do not sell tickets over your line 
from New Orleans to any Texas point. 
Do not bring any person or thing from 
New Orleans either by express 
or 
freight into Texas until further orders. ” 
Dr. Blunt wired Dr. Souchon as fol­ 
lows: 
• We have decided to 
quarantine 
against all places on announcement of 
first positive case of yellow fever.” 
Several parties who have just return­ 
ed here from New Orleans declare that 
w’hile in that city it was common rumor 
that several death* from yellow fever 
had occurred^here during the middle of 
this month. 
# 
Dr. Blunt ha* established quarantine 
inspection camps on the border of the 
line of every railroad entering the state. 
He received the following telegram 
from Dx. Souchon. which is a protest 
against the strict quarantine: 
* Deeply regret your action. 
Send in­ 
s is te r to judge for himself; no other 
case anywhere.” 
In answer to a telegram from Super­ 
intendent Van Vleck of the Southern 
Pacific, Dr. Blunt wired: 
"Yon can handle New York freight 
through Algiers and passengers coming 
from connecting lines at New Orleans, 
if they do not stop there. For the pres­ 
ent freight that ha* left New Orleans for 
Texas can come. 
Passengers en route 
now had better be returned to New Or-^ 
leans. ” 
The same telegram was sent the Texas 
and Pacific relative to freight through 
Westwego.

Havana, May 81.—The sanitary de­ 
partment has just issued some interest­ 
ing statistics regarding the deaths from 
yellow” fever during the last eight years. 
In the year 1890 there were only 4. 
In 
1*91 there were 816; in 1892, 326; in 1893, 
891; in 1894, 328; in 1895, 41; in 1896, 
1617, in 1807, 1058 and in 3898, 162. Thus 
far in the present year there have been 
only’ 4 deaths due to yellow fever. 
In 
1896 and 1897 there were a large number 
of Spanish soldiers in the province un­ 
acclimatized and they succumbed often 
ip doubtful diseases. 
In making up the 
statistics the preference was always 
$ven to yellow fever, owing to the larg­ 
er pension that could be drawn in such 
cases by relatives of the deceased at 
hmue. 
From 1890 to 1898, inclusive, 
th^ total number of deaths in the city of 
Havana from all diseases whatsoever 
was 89,703.
